Abducted baby found near Didsbury 

Accused ordered to return to B.C.

A 27-year-old man charged 
after police recovered a 12- 
month-old baby girl from a rural 
Didsbury residence on Friday 
has been ordered returned to 
B.C. 

John William Martin faces one 
charge of abduction by a parent. 

An Amber Alert was issued by 
police in Delta, B.C., Thursday 
after the child was taken from 
her mother’s home in the 
Vancouver-area city. 

The baby had been in the care 
of a babysitter at the time of the 
alleged abduction. 

Later that day police in Delta 


received a call from the girl’s 
mother saying she had informa¬ 
tion that the baby was at the 
Didsbury-area property. 

Didsbury RCMP officers 
attended the residence, where 
the child was found and taken 
into the care of Social Services 
shortly after 8 a.m. Friday. 

“In this situation it was a good 
resolution,” RCMP Sgt. Patrick 
Webb, who speaks for the RCMP 
in Alberta, said Monday. 
“Obviously there’s more of a 
story that will come out in court, 
but right now it’s a good resolu¬ 
tion for the child.”

HOW CAN YOU TELL IF IT'S GONNA 
BE A LONG, HARD WINTER? A 


The murky cloud surrounding the average per¬ 
son's understanding of their electricity bill cleared a 
little with recent revelations by area town councils. 

It has a part to play in the overall amount that you 
pay and it wants to increase its take. 

The municipal franchise fee or local access fee 
that appears on some electricity bills across the 
province is considered a tax grab in some circles. 

Municipalities choose whether or not they will 
charge the electricity provider the fee. 

They don’t have to and there are many municipal¬ 
ities in central Alberta that don’t. 

It is a fee that is paid to your local government by 
the company to allow access to their land, or in 
some cases, for linear taxes. 

Hut the money doesn’t come out of the utility 
company’s pocket. 

Yup...you guessed it - the entire amount is passed 
on to the consumer. 

Didsbury and Olds town councils have decided 
that instead of collecting an estimated $61,402 from 
you next year, it intends to take $102,337. 

The bylaw means an increase in the franchise fee 
to five per cent of electricity consumed from three 
per cent. 

The average residential customer will be charged 
$1.38 a month instead of the existing average of 83 
cents a month. 

Don’t discount the effect that nickel and diming 
has on a family or an individual, or even a small 
business for that matter when there is no law that 
says a municipality must charge it. 

Administrative personnel at the Olds town office 
provided an analysis of what an incremental one per 
cent increase would generate for the town and what 
that increase would cost a residential consumer 
who uses an average of 625 kWh of electricity per 
month. 

It also provided council with a review of what 
other municipalities which charge the fee, actually 
charge. 

Of the 82 Fortis municipalities that charge the fee, 
34 charged between five and nine per cent, with 13 
charging 10 per cent and higher. The maximum that 
can be charged is 20 per cent. 

The analysis didn’t say whether the fees were a 
percentage of consumption, distribution charges, or 
on all charges that appear on the bill. 

One can only hope Didsbury would never choose 
to gouge consumers by linking the fee to total 
charges on the bill. 

Using this methodology, as Calgary used to and 
still may, the fee rises with the cost of electricity. 

During times of high electricity prices, consumers 
will also pay more to their municipality. 

Linking a so-called compensation fee for land 
access to a commodity price is unreasonable in this 
case. 

And while Didsbury and Olds don’t do this, we still 
question whether the towns should be charging a 
franchise fee at all since it is not the company that 
is paying it. 

According to a 2003 survey, Carstairs and 
Cremona were among 46 municipalities that didn’t 
charge anything. 

Under this rational, what council is doing could be 
construed as tax grabbing. 

By council direction, the revenue is placed in a 
community projects reserve. 

The increase now under consideration would add 
$40,935 over the estimated 2006 revenue. 

According to Olds town administration, the addi¬ 
tional revenue would “go a long ways to covering 
the commitments council is being asked to make on 
various community projects.” 

Council was also reminded that the franchise fee 
is also paid by properties which are currently tax 
exempt. Therefore, the fee is spread out over a larg¬ 
er base than just the tax base. 

At the very least we need to clear the air a little 
more and let’s call this fee what it really is - a tax - 
and have as meaningful a discussion about it as we 
would have with property taxes.

This condition is called 
shingles.

The com¬ 
monness of the malady 
does not make me feel one 
bit better. 

There is no known way 
to prevent shingles but if 
you can get treatment 
right away you can lessen 
its severity and shorten its 
duration. Mine began with 


painkillers. The new blis¬ 
ters are not growing as 
large and red as the origi¬ 
nal one and I am not in ter¬ 
rible pain, just constant 
irritation, itching and nau¬ 
sea. I have hope that this 
is not going to be an espe¬ 
cially bad bout and I plan 
to get over it quickly. My 
sources say that it is not in 
any way contagious but 
there is a very unlikely 
possibility that a shingles 
sufferer could give 
Chiekenpox to someone 
who has never had 
Chiekenpox before. 

Suggestions for treat¬ 
ment include: cool baths, 
don’t use perfumed soap 
or bath oil, keep the rash 
clean and dry, wear loose 
clothes, rest, eat well and 
drink plenty of fluids. Tell 
your doctor if it is bother¬ 
ing your eyes. 

Shingles are often 
brought on by stress and 
this was the summer of 
the Orb Spider. Huge spi¬ 
ders, with bodies big as 
pigeon eggs, festooned 
our deck, garage and cov¬ 
ered entry way. 1 have a 
morbid fear of spiders and 
I spent the summer dodg¬ 
ing webs and screaming. 
So I don’t have an actual 
spider bite; I still think I 
can blame the spiders for 
contributing to my present 
problem. 


a tightness and soreness 
in the side of my neck. 
When a blister began to 
form 1 thought that I had 
been bitten by something 
and I allowed my imagina¬ 
tion to get totally out of 
control. I wondered about 
West Nile Disease, some 
horrible tick like thing 
brought in by the cat, pos¬ 
sibly a poisonous spider 
whose venom was even at 
this moment destroying 
my liver. It was my daugh¬ 
ter who suggested shin¬ 
gles and nasty as this is it’s 
a relief to know that it 
wasn’t a spider. So if you 
have a sensation of tin¬ 
gling, followed by pain, 
possible fever and 
headache and then a rash, 
go see your doctor. 

The severe pain and 
itching is in a band of red, 
fluid filled blisters on one 
side of the torso, arms, 
legs or face and will last 
from one to four weeks. 
About ten days after the 
blisters appear they dry up 
into scabs. If this wasn't 
disgusting enough the 
pain can persist for 
months or years after the 
lesions have healed, (post¬ 
herpetic neuralgia) 

I had had the usual 
symptoms for a week 
when I went to see my 
doctor and she prescribed

For some rea¬ 
son Mom seemed to find 
the term “cold sore” a bit 
coarse so while 1 was still 
young enough to remain 
under her protection my 
affliction was referred to 
as a “fever blister."

It is 
the same virus (herpes 
zoster) that causes 
Chicken Box and once you 
are infected the virus lies 
dormant until something 
triggers a flare-up.

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Wal-Mart could be in 
Olds’ future

Wal-Mart officials cannot confirm 
Olds as a future store location but 
have not exhausted the possibility of 
expanding in our community. 

Officials say the economy, both 
local and provincial, means positive 
business for the company and Wal- 
Mart has seen success in Alberta's 
urban and niral markets. 

“Nothing is written in ink,” said 
Kevin Groh, spokesperson for Wal- 
Mart. “There is oil and gas and phar¬ 
maceutical strength and we don’t 
overlook details like the presence of 
the agriculture college.” 

Groh said Wal-Mart officials are 
aware of the customers travelling 
two-hour round trips to their other 
stores in the communities of Red 
Deer, Airdrie and Calgary, and see 
potential in entering smaller commu¬ 
nities with customer need. 

“What we are very proud about is 
the fact that we have been able to 
alter our business in some ways to 
serve smaller communities which 
makes it an easier process for us,” 
said Groh. “Not only to enter the 
market but to fit in the market.” 

Groh says when Wal-Mart enters a 
smaller community they like to cre¬ 
ate what they call a home town 
store. 

“It’s based on a philosophy on 
what we call store of the communi¬ 
ty,” said Groh. “What that means is 
when we enter a market, big or 
small, we want to hire people, we 
want to stock our shelves and we 
want to build a store that reflects the 
community.” 


Groh said Olds has been a part of 
many conversations the company 
has had regarding expansion and 
they are definitely interested in our 
community. 

“In terms of the local market we 
are interested and have had many 
conversations about the possibility 
of joining the market...and our plan 
is always to identify realistic mar¬ 
kets for our expansion,” said Groh. 
“At this point the local market is still 
on our list of potential markets."

Groh says that the company is 
always investigating communities 
for expansion but they must meet 
requirements in order to get consid¬ 
eration. 

“There is always a very long laun¬ 
dry list of check marks that we want 
to have confirmed before we begin 
to try and enter a market...a lot of 
those check marks are complete 
when we look at Olds,” said Groh. 

Groh said in terms of local 
rumours, although he can’t verify 
anything, they are not altogether 
untme. 

“Certainly there is some basis to 
the rumours," said Groh. “But it is no 
sure thing that we will enter the 


market soon or ever.” 

Mayor Judy Dahl is hoping to see 
the company enter our community 
so Olds can provide more services to 
low income earners and the senior 
sector. 

“I am looking forward to bringing 
in choices for our community sector 
that can’t afford to drive out of 
town,” said Dahl. “It’s about provid¬ 
ing quality services for your resi¬ 
dents and for the surrounding region 
and it’s a big region.” 

Dahl says that a Wal-Mart location 
may draw more business into the 
community rather than take it away. 

“We don’t want people to go to Red 
Deer or Airdrie to shop," said Dahl. 
“Every person that leaves this town 
to shop, is going to do everything 
else there and they are taking away 
from other businesses in this town. 
That is what we are trying to stop.” 

The mayor says that there has 
been a lot of positive negotiation 
between the town and Wal-Mart, but 
nothing will be confirmed until the 
shovel hits the ground. 

“They are definitely in negotiation, 
that’s not a secret,” said Dahl. 

Dale Withage, CAO said that there 
have been no formal building permit 
applications presented as of yet. 

“We have no other confirmed infor¬ 
mation,” said Withage. 

Withage said Springwood 
Developments, the company break¬ 
ing ground on the Dodd area site pre¬ 
fer to let the retailers make their 
own annoucements. 

The commercial power center is 
slated as multi-use development 
with commercial, light industrial and 
residential components.

Nothing beats mom’s milk 

Local moms and babies promote benefits of breastfeeding

Five local mothers and their babies gath¬ 
ered together in the Multi-purpose Room 
Saturday to spread the word that nothing 
beats mom’s milk. 

The Quintessence Breastfeeding 
Challenge, now in its sixth year, was 
established to create awareness not only 
of the benefits of breastfeeding, but the 
risks of bottle-feeding. 

Public health nurse and lactation expert 
Laura Wasko said the goal of the Didsbury 
event was to help promote breastfeeding 
as the norm after two generations of bot¬ 
tle-feeding popularity. 

"Myself and a lot of people my age, we 
were all bottle-fed because our parents 


were led to believe that formula was sci¬ 
entifically proven to be better for you, and 
only the wealthy could afford it,” she said. 

Nowadays, said Wasko, more mothers 
are starling off breastfeeding, but many 
are weaning their babies too soon. 

They recommend breastfeeding for six- 
months exclusively and then continuing 
with nutritious complementary foods for 
two years after that. 

Laureen Hall, who brought her baby 
Justin with her Saturday, said bottle-feed¬ 
ing was never an option for her after read¬ 
ing up on all the benefits of breast milk. 

“It was a no-brainer,” she said. 

But not all moms are privy to that infor¬ 
mation and formula companies put out 
their own information which can lead to 
confusion.

Donna Mac Walker, also a public health 
nurse, said some companies, including the 
largest formula producer in the world, are 
not baby-friendly. 

This year marks the 25th anniversary of 
International Code of Marketing Breast 
Milk Substitutes, adopted by all nations 
who operate under the World Health 
Organization. 

The Code recommends ethical guide¬ 
lines for the marketing of baby formula, 
hut it’s up to each individual nation to put 
into place legislation to enforce the stan¬ 
dards. 

Many countries, including Canada and 
the U.S. have no such legislation. 

Some of the documented risks associat¬ 
ed with formula feeding include increased 
risk of asthma, allergy, nutrient deficien¬ 
cies, childhood cancers, chronic diseases, 
and mortality. 

As a veterinarian, Hall said a compari¬ 
son can be drawn between animals and 
humans. 

“When you look at a bottle-fed animal as 


opposed to one grown on its own mom, 
there’s a big difference,” she said. 

“How can you say there’s no difference, 
I just don’t get it.” 

Wasko said for years, formula compa¬ 
nies have been advertising that their prod¬ 
ucts are better or as good as breast milk, 
when in fact they’re not. 

And compared to the multi-billion dol¬ 
lar formula industry, health-care workers 
like her don’t have the dollars to do their 
own advertising to refute that. 

“It's a bit of an uphill battle,” she said. 

“But I think we’re making some head¬ 
way." 

The breastfeeding challenge took place 
across North America and this year was 
the first time for two sites in the Calgary 
Health Region. The other (’HR site was at 
Eau Claire Market in Calgary. 

Last year 2,745 moms participated at 143 
locations in Canada and the U.S., and 
when the 2006 numbers are tallied, the 
organization hopes to surpass those num¬ 
bers.
